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0. Introduction . This paper is an attempt to define morpheme 
classes of Northern Kankanay based primarily on functional differences 
in conjunction with diagnostic grammatical features. 



1. Morpheme classification . The morphemes of Northern Kankanay 
may be divided into three major classes; l) Affixes, 2) Particles, 
and 3) Roots. Affixes are bound morphemes while particles and roots 
are free. Particles and roots are differentiated on the basis of 
inflection, roots being inflectable forms while particles are uninflected. 

1.1 Affixes . In describing the affixes of Northern Kankanay I 
would like to group them according to 1) those whose major function 
is focus marking , 2) those whose major function is derivation and 
3) those whose major function is modification. 

1.11 Focus marking affixes . By contrasting focus marking affixes 
with derivational affixes, I do not mean to imply that focus marking 
affixes do not derive. My intention is to call attention to a convenient 
sub-grouping according to major function. 



The focus marking affixes are -en, i~ 1 , -an^ i^an, 2SSr» -om- 
and mang- . 

a. - en patient focus

e * men- , -om- , mang- actor focus 

All three of the aborve affixes signal that the actor is in focus. 
That is all three signal a relationship to the actor noun phrase which 
is in turn marked as the focused noun phrase. The factors which 
determine which actor focus marker to use relate to grammatical objects, 
that is as to whether the object is definite, indefinite or doesn't 
occur at all. 

The prefix mang- occurs when actor has been promoted over a definite 
object which is a higher ranking participant. This is normally 
determined by higher level pressures, i.e. sentence, paragraph and 
discourse.

When the verb is either intransitive or the stated object is 
clearly unspecific, men- is used.

Having stated differences in the actor focus affixes, nevertheless 
there are still cases where they can be used interchangeably with 
apparently no distinction in meaning. Further study is required to try- 
to determine if any contrasts do exist.

1.11.11 The actor focus affixes occurring on nouns act as derivational 
affixes by verbalizing a noun.

There are a group of affixes whose function is derivation. They 
are pa-, ma-, ka-, pag-an , manag- , an^, and pinag- .

Grammatical objects are promoted to subjects with the use of ka-. 
The subject is then a semantic experiencer rather than an actor. Ka- 
occurs when aspect is irrelevant. When used with verbs, ka- only occurs 
on gerundized forms or with a negative. Compare the following examples: 
Egay na'om nan papaya . 'The papaya wasn't ripe.' 
Egay ma'om nan papaya . 'The papaya isn't yet ripe.' 
Egay ka'om nan papaya . 'The papaya is not ripe.' (of its 

state irrelevant of time)

nakapsot 'weak' nakapkapsot 'weaker than' , 
nakapsokapsot 'very weak' 

If the stative is modified by -om- affixation, CVC reduplication 
adds aspectual (time) meanings. 
Examples :

good', gomawgawgawi s 'repeatedly becoming good'* 

There is a CV reduplication which occurs which varies in meaning 
depending on the root. It appears to intensify either time or number. 
Examples intensifying time:

Statives derived by men- reduplicate syllables differently than

1.13.13 Reduplication on verbal forms intensifies the period of time 
of an activity

ikiweg 'to shake 1 (as liquid) ikiwekiweg f to shake thoroughly \ 

In a few instances a CVCV reduplication means a preparatory action. 
Examples: 

menadal 'to study 1 menadaadal 'to get ready to study' 
baoden 'to tie 1 baobaoden 'to tie in a way that can easily be 

released later' 

A triple CVC reduplication increases the time of an action to a 
habitual action, something done over and over and over. It is sometimes 
similar in meaning to a CVCV reduplication. 
Examples : 

mendagop 'to gather (something)' 

mendagdagdagdagop 'always gathering something' 

bomala 'to go out 1 bomalbarbalbala 'always going out' 

menibaga 'to tell' menibagbagbagbaga 'always telling' 

A few verbs have been found to take a CV reduplication to express 
a present continuative action. These forms then take a CVC reduplication 
for repeated action. 
Examples : 

igansad 'to lean against something', igagansad 'to be leaning against 
something, igangansad 'to lean against something over and over'. 
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ila 'to see' iila 'looking at', il-ila 'look at more than once 1 
menbitag 'to open eyes', menbibitag 'to have eyes open 1 , 
menbitbitag 'repeatedly opening eyes'. 



1.13.12.2 On passive verbs 

Verbs are passivized with the addition of ma- 'non-past uncompleted 
action' or na- 'past completed action. Passive verb reduplication with 
ma- has the same meanings as active verb reduplication. A CVC reduplica- 
tion indicates a present progressive action. 
Examples : 

maboteng 'will be drunk' mabotboteng 'becoming drunk 1 
maslat 'to be angry, to scold' masmaslat 'to be scolding' 
madonot 'will be rotten' madondonot 'becoming rotten'. 

A CVCV reduplication indicates a repeated action which actually has 
no reference to tense. 
Examples: 

maboteboteng 'getting drunk again and again' 
mas lamas 1 at 'angry again and again' 
madonodonot ' always , cont inually rott en ' 

A tripled CVC reduplication intensifies the passive action to a 
customary, habitual action. It is often very similar in meaning to a 
CVCV reduplication. 
Examples: 

mabotbotbotboteng 'always drunk' 

masmasmasmaslat 'always angry' 

madondondondonot ' always rott en ' 

Passive verb reduplication with na- as passivizer has slightly 
different reduplication possibilities. 

A CV reduplication, when it occurs, may indicate an action easily 
done or a present continuative action. 
Examples :

naakew 'stolen naakew 'easily stolen' 

nab ekas / nabkas 'thrown' nabebekas 'easily thrown'

On verba where a CV reduplication indicates a present continuative 
action a CVC reduplication intensifies the number of times the action 
occurs.

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A CVC reduplication indicates the action occurs more than once and 
any increase in reduplicated syllables on that stem increases the number 
of times the action occurs.

Particles are uninflectable forms which may be classified as 
l) syntactic particles, 2) adjuncts, 3) exclamations, U) pronouns 

or 5) substitutes. 



1.21 Syntactic particles. 

Syntactic particles have the following functions: 
phrase marking, subordination, coordination and linking. 

1.21.1 Phrase marking particles. 

The major function of the phrase marking particles is to mark the 
noun phrase (NP) with which it occurs as to whether that HP is or is not 
in a focus relationship to the predicate, i.e. the topic of the clause.

1.31 Limited class roots. 

By limited, I 
mean the number in the class is relatively small.

1.32.1 Verbs 

Verbs in Northern Kankanay are roots which normally function in 
predicate slots, seldom occur without verbal affixation, and which 
when affixed with cuasative pa- introduce a second actor. 

Verbs may be divided into three transitive classes and one intransi- 
tive class. The intransitive class seems to be an "in-between" class 
which shares some components with verbs and some with nouns. 



1.32.11 Transitive verbs 
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1.32.11,1 Transitive verb classes. 

Transitive verbs fall into three classes based on inherent semantic 
components in relation to degree of transitivity from the verb. The 
classes are patient oriented verbs, conveyed patient oriented verbs and 
site oriented verbs. Patient oriented verbs are transitive to one 
degree only, while conveyed patient and site oriented verbs axe bi- 
transitive. This difference is not obvious in surface structure 
because the bi-transitivity of conveyed patient and site oriented verbs 
is most often implicit. 

Note the following examples: 

Conveyed patient oriented verb is marked by i- for uncompleted action 
or in- for completed action. The site (grammatical indirect object) is 
implied. The morphemes in the follving examples are separated by a dot
